On the Journey, .Ttai met with a 
frlnnd, who secured emnlnrvment fnf 
hint In Toronto, 'He can-led Ws good 
resolutlona Into effect for a time, but 
uner about, two months' work he start- 
ed out. to see the country, but 
Saw it Mostly from tho Inside of 
Saloons, 

He iltad Becured employment and 
worked with a rn«n who Jim thcttsnt 
was the host friend ho had ever met, 
because ho wanton him to sIejh the 
pledge. His tuopentence with this man 
brought forth tho fact ithat signing 
•he pledge whs all there waa to his 



profession. Jtfm signed the pledgi-, 
however, and that <was about as far 
as It went. 

Eventually we find btim working on 
the railroad again. In which employ- 
ment he spent seventeen years, and, 
as he ways himself, (had become a 
regular railroad navvy. Me led a 
ftHM life during the most of this time. 

One day, .while he was on his way 
from Toronto to Bracehrldge, he 
stopped at Barrle station, andi was 
Bitting an a box when he iheard the 
sound of Hue drum and singing on the 
main street, a hloek away. Being 
unable to understand what military 
regiment It was, he enquired : 

"What regiment is thai 7" 

Or.c cf the station men replied : 
"That is the Army of Jesua." 

Jim went to Bracehndge and met 
the Anmy there for the first time, in 
the open-air. The te.r.;minii.>s were 
belue Klvem when he Arrived. A bro- 
ther got Into the ring and told the 
people what he had been saved from, 
etc. Then hla Wile stepped! forward 
and gave expression to the following 
words ; "There Is only roe and God, 
friends, knows that thnt testimony Is 
true." This simple testimony and the 
corroborati™-, ot the same by the man'ts 
wife, wss the first that mads any im- 
pression upon Jim. He agalln vowed 
that he would quit drinking, and he 
did, too, hut it was only for ten weeks. 

He left Braedbrldge i.>:- CollingwruL, 
where he boarded the steamer for 
Owen Sound, and he had a good fill 
up at the latter piace. 

While Jim was tramping (he streets 
of Owen Sound, he anet an Army 
lassie, who iwaB selling Crys an the 
street. The sister accosted him wltb 
the UHiial niiitfriijtin : 

"Will you huy a War Cry ?" 

Jim iirpiied: "Oo away, w.>man, ior 
I can cry hard enough at times." 

A few ml/nules afterwards he en- 
tered a barber shop, and the har-ber, 
who had heard the laasie speak to 
him, salkl. "That was a piece of good 
advice you got."

If 'be followed the Army, and he said, 
"Vph, thank God, I do." 
Jim found out afterwards he 

Had Been a Drunkard for Twentv 
Years, 

but he told JSki thait, by the grace of 
God. he had been a sober man for 
six weeks. Of course, he was glad 
also that, he <>ver met the Army. He 
wished; he had become a Christian 
sooner, and told Jim H ever he be- 
came a converted man hl= experience 
would be the same. 

Jim began to thtnk there was de- 
liverance for Qiim a^er all. 

He left Owen Sound at 2 o'clock 
that day for Allenhurg, to which place 
he traveled 'by stage. On bis arrival 
at Allenhurg he was astonished to 
And a War Cry in his overcoat pot-k.-t, 
wWjch, th> dovbK, had been put there 
by the lassie War Cry sealer whom he 
had m«i in Owen Sound. Jim get 
Interested in the different articles In 
the paper, but more especially in (he 
articles On the lives of aaved drunks. 
He began to more earnestly wi^h for 
a .Tii-i,i*i- life, bui. did nor as yet quite 
understand the whole thlag. 

Allenburg was only a email place, 
and employment bchig asarcs, Jinn La3 
to Seek -work elEtwbeTe, having 
success 3a this respect in Pa!- 
mersbcm, in the railroading line 
again. He did not attend the 
Army meetings for six -weeks after his 
arrival, and said he would never go. 
but the devil, very accommodatingly, 
made an excuse for h5an to go and see 
a floldler, who had 'been a friend of 
his for yeans. 

At this time his eanK on the nail- 
it*Hi was composed of Sity men, 
among whom were a doz™i Salvation 
ists, as ■weil as several other Christ- 
ians. The majority of the men knew 
what sort of a life Jim had been lead- 
ing, and many of them entreated him 
to become a Christian. These kind 
words on the part of the men created 
n profound impression on Jim's heart 
and Tiilrrf. 



Jim's Capture. 

Hi; commenced, shortly , lo become 
a regular attendant at the S. A„ and 
was, to use his own words, "accorded 
a warm reception." After seven 
weekB' counting the cost, he yielded 
to the strlvlnes of the Suit It. and on 
the 27th of November, 1886, became 
a converted man. The aext night J'lm 
was around In good time and marched 
wifth the soldiers. Many of hla old 
pals made fun of h I'm as he went down 
the street singing, "He can'i get me 
no more." Jim had made the si art 
and was determined to be an out-and- 
out follower of Christ. He became 
a soldiler right away, and as time went 
jn he moved from Palmerston to 
Guelph, Woodstock, Stratford, London, 
and other railroad centres In West 
Ontario, his work necessitating him 
changing round. He Anally caime to 
Toronto and .became a sold'ler at Hie 
Temple. 

In September, 1892, he weni over 
to England. The night he arrived 
in Liverpool there was a big united 
meeting being led by Colonel Dowdle, 
eursow glorified Commissioner. At this 
meeting Jim was introduced to the 
Colonel, who made him take a seat 
on the platform, also made him speak. 
During his stay In England he visited 
several of the Army corps, where he 
Bpake of the work In Canada, also 
of his own experience. 

Jim also assisted in a mission, where 
his work, both in the meetings and: In 
the lodging department, was very 
highly appreciated. One rule im this 
institution was that no person could 
come In more thoa once under the 
Influence of liquor. This had a good 
effect on qulle a number of the mem. 
Severs! couples v,'ho 'had been separ- 
ated through Qimrre'c, etc., "were also 
brought together again. Jim enjoyed 
this work. He was also with Ensign 
Jaimes Woodgate, in Manchester, dur- 
ing the "Colliers' Lockout." 

Back to Toronto. 

At the ond of twenty monlhs he 
returned to Toronto, but business %vaB 
very dull. However, he knew if he 
was only laltMul the Loni would noi 
see htm waut. He commenced his 
wood and coal buslne&t some time 
afterwards. When he only had a very 
Ifttle money, but, by the help of Goil 
and his ha; J work, he has to-day a 
thriving 'business, and has some men 
working for him. 

Our comrade is known as n Jolly, 
cheerful soldier. His familiar saying. 
"Right Bide up with care," has often 
caused a cmiie, tnit i 1 , hp.s, nevcrthr- 
less resulted In starting many a wan- 
derer to consider Wis position. An 
the Sergeant-MajoT of the Temple, he 
is loved and respected by the soldiers. 
He Is a good assistant to Ws officers, 
and a well-known figure nmnngHt our 
citysoldiiory. He can lead a good, lively 
testimony meeting, ami, his singing 
and speaidng are always listened to 
very attentively.

I remained jn Kingston for a few 
nflhs, dbtatalng a situation as fore- 
man of a printing' office thu'c turned 
out three newspapers. But I gave 
it up to tdo some land surveying for 
the Government. In fact, at this time 
I was offered permanent employment 
by the Government at ten pounds per 
week, If I would eease to he a Salva- 
tionist. 

Letters from Blueflelds, however. In- 
formed me tfbat the soldiers, and the 
two native officers, were still carrying 
on the Army work, although subject 
to great perseeuWons from outsiders, 
who had Tead a deal of what the 
Kingston newspapers had said against 
the Army and Its offlceTS.

A 
remarkable sight took piaee as we 
moved off. Those under conviciion 
could not walk, so tTieir relations and 
friends carried .them to their respec- 
tive 'homes in sheets. Uw so many 
dead people !

tory Wiro, iil puoiio unii In private, are eiiguged lu this par- 
tlbular seeklhg (sf souls, I want to point out one or two redi lights ujion tnc- 
track of its mission as well ns the line at action most conducive to its 
success. But frost let rae say that in order to be a successful flahcr the 
soldier cannot he too narrful an to his own spiritual experience. His own 
salvation must have no uncertain ring. Any weak place in your armor — 
or, in other 'words, flaws in your own i)eraonal testimony — will rob your 
words of their power, and contradict the Importunity of your most con- 
vincing appeal. Be auri> 'tfhat your own sky its dear before you seek to 
dispel tho clouds of others. The level- of the truth which a man declares 
is Uhe twee of his own tharacter, ami fi is the outworking of imluiiu.1 iiiw 
In spiritual things, Hie ImpoHsIMlity to lift a soul higher than your own. 
Your own heart should tic a very (storehouse of that trinity of virtues- 
Love, Gentleness, rtnd Pittance — without which you will .flnti iudividual 
appeal hoth difficult and discouraging ; toy wlt-houfl the love you will only 
wound where you wish to hea! ; without rhe patience you win lose the 
end by getting tired at ihe beginning ; without the gentleness you will 
offend the eenslblllty instead of Impressing the conscience. It is because 
In this fishing work It is so easy to thwart one's ohject that It hecomes 
of vital importance to be In close touch Y,1th God If we wish to draw souls 
Unto Htm.

Justify my talking wltb them at all In the solemn hour of the prayer meet- 
ing, and that ilf this was decided, then 1 need neither detain them nor they 
me any further. 

(b) DISCUSSION OF OTHERS. 

Numbers of backsliders vlll seek to 'Wirow the blame of their present 
condition on the tronduct of aome comrade whose shortcomings they will 
describe with much liberty and frequent bitterness. Be guarded against 
even listening to suoh comments ; refuse, at the first suggestion, to enter 
Into ft conversation which, before you are aware, may commit you con- 
cerning those you think m-o^t highly of to those of whose integrity sou 
think least. Do not sot carried away hy any healted remarks of the 
sinner respecting anyone, rcmombcrlng that a soul In the dark Is not In 
& position to pass criticism upon the -righteous. Impress upon them that 
the one vital question whloh they have to consider and determine is the 
condition of their own soul, and that neither the virtues nor the faults 
of others will make fholr scale either the heavier or the lighter upon 
that Great Day -wihea theiy shall he weighed In the balances. 
(0) BEWARE OF FLATTERY. 

Do not be turnsd from the Object of your conversation by any nattering 
r»w»rk. It Is «ot -liny/md the Ingenuity of the nwcaoncrate mind to seeli 
to throw you off by some vcitad :cm;!imcnt or Insidious praise, Ita— ar« 
of auch lor the eaten or Mm precious find Imtnortul soul In question. 
Hveny minute In conversation with a sinner is fraught wltb issues too 
vast tn their consequences of light or darkness for one second to be trifled 
away.' A "waver In your aim, a break tn your gravity, an indulgence to 
their excuse, however slight, will be ■detected and useu 'by the devil for 
their cursing. You can always moot such remarks with a sentence 
similar to "I am not here to Invite your opinion of myself, In any respect 
—with God I believe my soul stands well, and I am anxious to know 
how does yours I"

(H) THE FI8HER SHOULD BE ON THE WATCHTOWER. 

In Ashing, you always want to go to those waters that give most 
.promise of iruiit, amd wW'e, Ju pome e&ees, the most cony)cled appear 



the most indifferent, this is the exception, and not the rule, tor tho soul 
which Is most deeply stirred can generally be detected 3n tie counten- 
ance. Therefore, during the meeting, the fisher should be on the lookout 
for those whose faces tell their consciences are awakened, and should 
immediately start to pray tor euch while the meeting proceeds ; then, as 
soon as the opportunity Is given, he can go direct and tell sUOh that they 
have been the object of his prayers, which fact will act as a John tbe 
Baptist to all that he may say afterwards. 

(b) GO WHERE THEY ARE. 

No fisher should toe content with simply speaking to those who sit 
at tlhe ends of seats — many of the most convicted avoid sudh. conspicuous 
places, and get as near to the mall as possible, to he out of reach, or 
behind some pillar, out ot sight. I noticed, &t M— — , a few weeks back, 
a moat hard-working and successful soldier, who brought three Penitents 
forward that nfght ; each' one bad sat up against the wall, but had been 
spotted by the soldier and 1 brought out of his ambush. 

(c) FINE CUT THE TROUBLE. 

He" Should seek to discover wfcat spiritual darkness the sinner is In, 
;kj that hit! words will be suitable to Kie particular case. The sinner will 
probably be either penitent, convicted, or careless. The first often only 
needs a word of encouragement, the assurance of God's measureless 
mercy, and of Christ's limitieas love ; tho second, faithful probing and 
definite dealing as to the immediate necessity of salvation, while the 
third requires straight and definite words on the hatefutneas of sin, its 
terrible consequences In this world, and Its punishment In the next. 

(d) DISSECT THE EXCUSES. /-.-... 
Eveny man lias an excuse, some reason. Tor his mot ydeMlng to the 

strivings of the 9plr!t, and It is for the fisher to grapple with this, not 
merely to pass it over, butt show Its little 'worth as a barrier to salvation. 
The most common excuse of 611 known to us everyone !s "Not tn-nlght." 
In, reply to this the fisher should not only point out tho danger of delay, 
but should press for Ithe reason for it, so that hf may do all in hSs power 
to help ctear it out of the waty. It may be some sin which, although 
they idesplse, they are not willing to give up — It imay 'he some theatrical 
engagement which Is very difficult to get out of, it may be a business 
obligation of a questionable nature, it may he aome opponent In a rela- 
tive, or some illegitimate affection which lifts a heavy barrier, or it may 
he no one thing in particular, but Imaginary Inability to get and keep 
the salvation which they truly desire after. In any case, for the fisher 
to talk on and on in ignorance of the real trouble will make all nils words 
aimless, and three parts of them useless, whereas tor the seeking soul to 
tell out fJie hindrance will help him as well as .give the fisher the oppor- 
tunity ito diminish its proportions by pointing out the tolliv of letting any- 
thing Stand In the way of their salvation.' aa well as to encourage and 
strengthen up the heart to press through. Some will say they are all right, 
that they have never dtone any harm. To such polrit out that th<» gross 
ingratitude manifested In tlhe absolutely selfish life of a man who lives 
unto himself cannot fail to do harm — great harm and permanent harm : 
and besides, all who are not for (tod are against Him, and only those 
w*ho fire born of God can enter Into the Kingdom of heaven, no matter 
how moral and respectable. Some will say they arc too bad. These are 
not so difficult to deal with, a man who feols his absolute sin la near 
an absolute Saviour. The Higher will encourage them by telliitig them 
of the unalterable, unmovealble promises of God, and by quoting theft, grand 
old text, "He Is atble to save lo the uttermost Chcm that come unto God 
by Him." Do not onJy speak to thorn of the tong-ago dying Utalef, hut 
give Instances of present>day sinners wtoom Christ has received, jiad 
saved. There are Bhose who will seek to evade immediate dedskro. by 
promising to get saved at home. To such point out tthat If bhety cannot 
overcome the difficulties in ts»c way wlUi God's people to help them, 
they are not likely to overcome When alone. After all, there are 
tow bedside conversions, and I never heard Of one where mho one-room 
solitude had (been Chosen to get rid of the erass of a public confession 
by going to ffihe penitent form. In all cases fishers should grapple with 
the excuses offered In orier to make as clear and easy as possible the path 
from *in sinner to God. 

(c) WOUND TO HEAL. 

Leave them arad return. U Is natural for the human heart to run 
after what It thinks It hcs. tost, and to cases Trtiere the desire tor sal- 
vation has been most sincere, yet where there has been tffisi Sffi®orfng In 
iiie vfclloy of todeslsicn, 1 -Save found it very helpful to leave them as though 
1 considered their can* hop^lw™, I think It B*vea such souls to realise how 
Che day wtll come when the last hand of help wHl be wiiSiurawis, ssd ttse 
gate of fcfeeir last cJsance closed, for on my return I have almost unexcep- 
tlonally found the first iword to bring anam to o hasty decision, wMch has 
made them to leap into the saving arms of God. 

(f) MAKE A PASSIONATE APPEAL. 

Plead wKih them. Not merely s&y a persuasive word or two, but 
plead. I have always J&lt and thought that tite prayer meeting tarnM^s 
tcoalmied on p&®9 IS.)

Thirdly, Sunday night should be s gnat E-.oldlr.g-on tline. 

Some of the greatest battles In the world's hlstony wtould have been 
scored by She losing side If the winners had not fought on to the finish. 
There was Waterloo. The tiero of Austerlltz was already rallying his 
grand army on what seemed tihe assurance of an even greater victory, 
while is. the gloom of heavy krases, where borseB and riders, bent and 
twisted amid piled up together, Wellington 'gathered around htm tlhe en- 
feebled remnant nt bin eallant trooos and bade them hold out to the last 
man till Blucber came, and then began a struggle grim and great, until 
the dogged resistance of the British triumphed, and w!6h the overthrow 
of Napoleon the Whole destiny of a continent changed handB. 

I am afraid a great many battles are lost, and victories missed, 
through wilthd rawing from the attack just a quaTter of an hour too noon. 
I do not mean by this that the prayer meeLlng Is closed, When keeping 
it going for another 1en minutes might, "have rwlon the object of the Whole 
day's warfare — the officer Is responsible for this—hut I mean Ahe BoldSor, 
in his individual and particular attack, .too fretruently gives up after s 
short, 'contest, when a little perseverance would have scored a magnificent 
tiilumph ; too quickly gives up In the prayer, ami it is the holil- 
lng-on. prayer which .prevails ; too quickly gives up In the fishing, and it 
is the keeplng-at-it plead Which breaks down ; too quickly gives up in 
the Ibelievlng, and It has always been (he undaunted, unwavering faith 
Which drives back the *oe. Can we help but know that It has been thin 
quick glving-up which lengthen* the long procession of backsliders ? 
There Is no one to believe for thorn. The threads of tbe prayers and 
the faith of God's people— Um one tl- -between their souls and the Joy that 
used to be— ate broken, and how can it surprise us that when a 
man tihlnlis that Goafs people have given bim up, he thinks Gtad has too, 
and then gives up hlnnself. My heart aicbes very much when I think 
of all (these backsliders. With some the devil has put up a terrible light 
for their souls. They have had everything against them— homes, business, 
deaths, and circumstance* — arM between the whirlpool of conflicting temp- 
tations' and the rapids of discouragement and darkness, they have gone 
down. They are everywhere. They ?it at the back of our halls, wltb 
faces that are nothing else than a landscape of sadness. They carry 
flarMmg In their hearts but memories of what used/ to he, and bitter 
remorse hecauso they have lost it. They see nothing around hut ex- 
pressions and whlsyerlngs which say they are given up Hy those wbo 
used to Jove them. 

Some time ago, while on a. Journey, WdlUe, the little boy who travels 
with me and slags for me, eame twer to me and said, "That big gentle- 
man over there, wl.ii the grey bulr. In crying so hard." Willie had been 
Biasing to 'Mm and in conversation with the man afterwards he said to 
me, "I think Sf I could get Just one heart that could pray and helieve for 
me oirce again, I could make another blart." He bad been a faithful 
eoliior for fievon years, and then a very hurricane of dark circumstances 
ewept hhn filom his footing. He made a desperate attempt to gel right, 
and went to the poaltent form, but lot ko and clipped aseia. asd lie eaJd 
to me, with many, nmny tears, "You see, nobody has any fnlth for me 



now ; Ihey ItirgMt how w*U I l'ftii for lung hkwu years, and 'gainst so 
many' lodds." Oh, if every soldier would take his stand as a pei<3everlng, 
hellevlng, . Jull-ot-courBge-and-hope champion for the backslider. What a 
time we should have ! WhaL a ringing of bells in heaven, woa/r a clapping 
of (bands- on earth— hundreds of these wanderers running home as fast 
as did the prodigal son. That father, seeing him come from afar off, 
stows! that he had never given up •watching, and behind continual 
watching there te always an expectant faith. If an every soldier's heart 
there was a window through' Which he was ever looking for the return of 
Bome soul which' had lost the track, how much oftener should we detect 
upon the distant horizon that speck which tells of a returning traveler ! 

We must remember Ira many cases our love and hope for them is the 
one remaining star in their sky, the one connecting-link between their 
soul and heaven, and no matter bow deep down they fall, we must keep 
this star shinllng until H guides tham home— we must keep that link 
strong until it draws them back. The continual dropping of water will 
make a hole through rock, and the continual believing for a sinner will 
turn a heart of stone to flesh. 

There is very little can he accomplished Without perseverance, hut 
very few things cannot be ouits with it. The reason some of us have in 
our experience so many broken threads Is not that we have mot ma-i? 
many glorious starts, hut teeauso we have broken off Just where and when 
we should 'have continu>yi. In an office whera I waited once, there was 
a paper basket lull of th« beginnings of articles, and snuttl>.<>B of subject 
notes, hut on turning them over, no article or subject could 
1 Hud complete. I thought, what a pity ! It would have heen 
hetter to- have 'had three articles properly finished than flfty- 
flve 'beginnings, minus middle and conclusion, s=d when one comes to 
think of It, -ve do meet a great number of people whose lives seem to be 
made up of flashes, attempts, and etarba — a kind of paper basket — all bits. 
You know, there aje ihoiiaaiius ti£ i>eopie who m»ke a clutch at a string 
where there is only one that can hold on. Are you swelling toe rinks 
of those who can hold on — hold on for your own soul, that even do you slip 
over the pebble of some erring, you must not let go titae bare arm of His 
salvatfon. hut clinging npnn a!! Hie promises to prayer .regaiu |your 
footing ? To hold on In your own experiences that ilf you do not at first 
succeed with the testimony, or War Cry selling, or tbe solo, or the 
Ashing, try, try, tny again, remembering that we can make curat-Jvea 
anything that wc press long enough after. We must never say we cau 
never have what we were not horn wltb. We may not he born with a 
gift for speaking, hut by perseverance we may make a better speaker 
than many of those Who were. Remember, gifts of the mind and character 
are not like gifts of the body. You cannot make up for a missing foot, 
but by perseverance and the goodness of God you can make up for a 
missing virtue or talent. 

Hold on to God for others, with that self^sacrlflrlng, undaunted, per- 
sistent holding with which Moses pleaded for the faulty, falling, back- 
sliding Children of Israel, when, he cried, "Oh, this peonle have Rlnnoil 
a great sin. . . Yet mow If Thou wilt forgive ithelr sin, or if not 
blot me, I pray Thee, out of Thy book." What repeated discourage- 
ments, disappointments, heartaches, he had suffered on their behalf ! Yet 
with what desperate violence he held on to God for them ! 

Let us hold on to others for God I Follow them right up. The 
flrat attack upon a soul Is too often made on Sunday night, when the 
Infantuy should have been charging down on it all through the week. 
The devil '(i.te too crten won fhe day before we reach the field. Wc 
want to do a little more laying in thi> ambush— ihelng on the spot at t'be 
unexpected moment. In that backslider's home death is coming down the 
etafrcase — be there before the crape Is on Ihc door-handle, and tell how 
God wJH staunch the heart's bleeding, will burst the tesnb, arol bring the 
dead to life. In that hovel there Is a widow's hand outstretched for 
bread — God bless your feet as you run with it to her. When, on Sunday 
■night, you tell her of God's love for her, how He wants to help her with 
all (her Borrows, and: forgive her tor all her sins, she will helieve every word 
pou say. There is a girl, she Is caught In the hooks of a terrible tempta- 
tion, her feet are 'blistered on the hot rocks of disappointment, the storms 
of the lost pelt upon her soul — meet her on the street, follow her to the 
place she callB home, nnd out where ber mother lies In the cemetery, 
and ask her to go with you to place a flower there. Hold on to her — 
bold on, do not let her go right over that dark, idark precipice. When 
Sunday night comes, you mdll find bow ahe loves you, and by that lovo 
wUl lead her to tbe One who split all His heart held to save her. 
There Is that 'man who ts so embittered to tbe Army, and the Army "a 
God, his businefes has fallen to pieces with a crash, and the house is to 
let, and the furniture for sale — Bee (r yon <-*nnot give htm a helping hand, 
If It 1b only by lending him pour express -wagon free of charge. When 
Sunday might comes pou will find that he loaded that express -wsjon 
with ail the hilieraes& his heart had held, and that It was muoh easier 
to pull hiaa Into the Kingdom with that wagon and team than without 
them.

Siegmund being an extravag- 
ant needy priin.ee, mortgaged E-lBass 
to the great Duke of Burgundy, Oharle3 
the Bold, who had inherited inlanders, 
Holland, and all the lands at the 
mouths of the Rhine, Mans, etc,, irtilch 
were partly fiefs of Geronanty and 
partly of France ; Charles was like 
the King of all this, t/he richest coun- 
try In Europe ; ami* as foe had only 
one child, Mary ot Burgundy, he pro- 
posed to marry her to Maximilian, 
the only son of Frledrich, on being 
htmaelf elected King of the Homans. 
Thus, after his death, Maximilian and 
Mary would roign together, and large 
hereditary possessions would bo added 
to Austria. Frledrlon and his son 
m ( .t Charles at Trier. Maximilian, 
whose name todi been Invented by his 
father as a compound wf Muxluius nnd 
.TOmllianris, was a splendid youmg man 
of eighteen, wltlb lone fair hair, a 
great contrast to h1« dull, heavy fa- 
Iher, who was loono from a disease 
In hlR toot, Ibrought on hy a habit of 
always kicking doors open. 

There were elgnt weeks of feasting 
and tilting at Oharles' expense, amd 
prepaoattona were made ifor Charles' 
cuivnation as King of the ftomnms. 
when five out of the seven Electors, 
angny that their consent shou'd have 
becm taken for granted, and for dif- 
ferent reasons disliking Charles, per- 
suaded the Emperor out of the scheme, 
and In the middle of the night Frled- 
rlch stole down to the river Moselle, 
took boat, and had readied Koln be- 
fore his fllgfot was discovered.

The Duohy of Lorraine had) been 
seised on iby Charles, and the rlglitful 
hoir, Reue of Vaiudeuiont, was fighting 
hard for It, supported secretly by 
Loulo XI. of France, the great foe of 
Burgundy, And Siegrnitind had hopes 
of Retting back Elsass without paying 
l!tc Guru H wan pawned for, since 
Charles' governor, Peter vun Haigen- 
bacfc, was harsh and cruel, and Jiated 
by I'he people, who, Jointly with a 
hand of SwIbb, rose against him, and 
put ihlm to ideath at Breluach, There 
broke out i» great war between Bur- 
gundy on the one haiod, and Xrairralne, 
Elsass, aad Switzorland, on the other.

Neither a Etlff brush nor a fini' comb 
snoa'.d fcc used for removing dandruff. 
After shampooing, a Unament com- 
posed of equal parts of castor-oil and 
alcohol may be rubbed in ; or obtain 
at the drug store a drachm of hiydrate 
of chloral. Dissolve in twelve ounces 
of water. Moisten Ihe scalp with this 
solution every 'day. The scalp will be 
cleared of dandruff, and the hair p re- 
vealed from falling out. 

Sore Eyes. — Ordinary Inflammation 
of the eyes Is greatly relieved by 
laj-lng upon thc-m one or two thick- 
nesses of linen cloth wet in tepid 
water. Smanting of the eyes, when 
reading, w!H generally be relieved, by 
moistening them often with water. 
Nevj-- use eye-water or caustic unless 
under the advice of a skilled oculist. 

Nearsightedness. — If the eyes are 
hi'srolprhfed. they should at qt.cf lie 
provided with suitable glasses, or 
they will suffer injury. The glasses 
should be adapted to the niye by an 
experienced oeuiisL. 

Farsightedness. — Like the preced- 
ing, this disease needs immediate at- 
tention, although less Injury will re- 
sult from some neglect in this case. 

Styes. — This annoying affection of 
the lids is the usual result of some 
defect In the eye, which may bo rem- 
edied by glasses. This fact is not 
generally known, t>u.t ought u> be. 
In?tead of pulling out all the winkers. 
and exlstLng a constant sufferer of 
these annoy lug blemishes, consult a 
good omllfct, and have tbe defective 
eye corrected. The following Is re- 
commenced as an excellent remedy 
for styes : Dissolve one part of 
boracic acid in thirty parts nf dis- 
tilled water. Wet pieces of wadding 
In the solution, and place upon the 
eye several times a day. This is said 
not only to cure, but to prevent a 
return of the trouble. 

Granulated Eyelids. — We have found 
the 'hot spray applied to the eye, one 
of the most useTu'] of all means of 
treating tttiis disease. If a spray ap- 
paratus Is not at Hand, simply laving 
the eye with water as hot as can be 
borne without lueonveulencc, may be 
employed. The application should be 
made dalij for several months, and, 
in aome cases, years, for its success- 
ful treatment.
